LONDON, Feb. 23.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Pall Mall Gazette says 
the Pope has received from the presi- 
dent of the Transvaal Republic a dia- 
mond weighing 971 carats. The stone 
was found in the mines at Jagersfon- 
tein and is the largest known. It is 
of a bluish white cast and practically 
perfect, its only blemish being a tiny 
spot invisible to the naked eye. This 
diamond was ‘discovered 
ago. Its value was estimated at half 
a million dollars. 

It was found by a Kaffir working in 
a mine. The Kaffir was talking to his 
overseer. whem he saw something 
shine, and he put his foot over it un- 
til his boss had gone away, when he 


picked up the immense diamond and 


put it in his poeket. Afterward, in 
the compound, he handed it over to 
the manager, for which he was given 
$150, a horse, saddle and bridle and 
went home. The stone when found 
was of the form of a sloping cone

LA GRIPPE. 


Raging in London and Prostrating 
‘Thousands of People. 
By Telegraph to The Times. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—(Special Dis- 
patch:) The Sun London cable says: 
The great frost which for a month has 
held Europe in its icy grasp, has dis- 
appeared, or has much abated its 
rigor. No accurate record of the victims 
of the great frost will ever be made, 
but some idea of the appalling nature 
may be gained from the fact that the 
death rate of London leaped up more 
than 50 per cent. during the last days 
it continued. The same condition of 
things obtained throughout Europe. 
Even from as far south as Italy came 
the worst reports. Only yesterday 
were the railroads, which for days 
have been half crippled by snow, able 
to resume their regular service. The 
general misery extended almost to 
Naples. 

One story of suffering tells of the 
fate of an old man long known as a 
miser, who kept a little cigar shop in 
London. The shop was closed for 
several days, and finally it was en- 
tered by the police who found the 
owner almost naked and frozen to 
death. There was no food nor fuel in 
the place, but on the shelves were 
several large tin cans usually holding 
snuff, filled with gold sovereigns. A 
search revealed money and securities 
amounting to $150,000. The dead 
miser had no known relatives. 

The ng frost lefta worse evil 
in its train—influenza. Among those 
who are confined in bed by the distem- 
per are Lord Rosebery, Balfour, Henry 
Irving, Lord Dunraven, forty-five 
members of the House of Commons, 
20 to 40 per cent. of the staffs of the 
principal banks, and one-third of the 
Judges of the Irish courts. The gov- 
ernment is obliged to confess that the 
postoffice and telegraph services are 
seriously affected by the prostration 
of hundreds of its employees by the 
disease. Walter Besant yesterday told 
of a golden wedding reception which 
was attended by 100 guests a week 
ago. Ninety of them are now in bed 
with influenza. The number was in- 
creased today to ninety-one, for Be- 
sant himself has been stricken

HORRIBLE TRAGEDY.

The Smiths 
drew revolvers and commanded their 
enemies to surrender, instead of 
which the Cox boys pulled out weap- 
ons.

Smith and Ben Cox were found lying 
dead on the road, while Lem Cox is 
so badly wounded that his death is } 
expected hourly.

Measures Vetoed. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The President 
today sent to Congress three veto mes- 
sages. One vetoed a House bill to incor- 
porate the Society of American Florists. 

On this bill :he President comments as 
follows: ‘ 

No sufficient reason is apparent for tre 
incorporation of this organization under 
Federal laws. There is not the least difi- 
culty in the way of the accomplishment 
under State laws by the incorporators 
named in the bill of evary purpose which 
can legitimately belong to ‘heir corporate 
existence. The creation of such a corpor- 
ation by a special act cf Congress estab- 
lishes a vexatious, troublesome precedent. 
There appears to be no limit in the bill 
to the real and personal property which 
the p corporation may hold if ac- 
quired by donation or bequest. The lhnit 
of $50,000 applies only ta property acquired 
by purchase.“ 

-Another vetoed bill was one authorizing 
the Kansas City, Oklahoma ind Pacific 
Railroad Company to construct and operate 
a railway through the Indian reservations 
In the Indian Territory and the Territories 
of Oklahoma and New Mexico. The Presi- 
dent says of this measure that it con- 
‘tains concessions more compreheusive and 
sweeping than any ever presented for his 
approval and it seems to him the rights 
and interests of the Indians and the gov- 
ernment are the least protected. 


Torpedo- boat Designs. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The experts 
appointed by the Bureau of the Navy De- 
partment to examine the plans submitted 
for the construction of three new torpedo- 
boats, are busily engaged in that work.

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GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

Ie it consistent for the business interests 

of a city to pay bonuses to manufacturing 
concerns in order to secure their removal? 
This question was referred to by the Com- 
mittee on Manufactures of the Los Ange- 
les Chamber of Commerce in its recent re- 
port to the chamber. The committee said 
that a good many manufacturers ‘seem to 
have an idea that to induce them to locate 
here and carry on a business which would 


presumably be profitable to themselves 


they should be presented with a free site 
and a good cash bonus, besides having 
their taxes remitted and other privileges 
accorded them. It certainly looks as if 
this sort of thing might easily be over- 
done. 
can be run profitably or it cannot. If it 
cannot, the fact chat it receives a hand- 


some donation in the shape of land or- 


money, or both, will not enable it to con- 
tinue in existence for any length of time, 
and. consequently will not make it of any 
benefit to the city in which it is located, 
although per 
by the contributions which they receive at 
_the start, unless they invést very heavily 
themselves. There have been several cases 
in Southern California during the past few 
years which ifustrate this view of the 
case, such, for instance, as the furniture 
factory which Was located at Burbank, in 
this county, and the watch factory which 
was located at Otay, in San Diego county. 
The Minneapolis Times, in discussing 
this question, has ow following remarks, 
which contain much truth: 
Artificial n by means of in-

Ished location to a new It isn’t busi- 
ness to make such changes.

A communication has been addressed to 
the City Council by Building Supegintend- 
ent Strange, recommending that the or- 
dimance now in force be so amended as 
to provide for a system of fees for plumb- 
ing inspection, and that an additional as- 
sistant be employed in his office. 
communication says: 

“The assistant superintendent of build- 
ings, or plumbing inspector, has issued 
385 plumbing permits and ninety-six sewer 
permits since January 1, 1895, for build- 
ings in all parts of the city, The work 
done under each permit required from 
two to ten inspections, — am average 
of about thirty inspections each day. De- 
voting one-half of each day to office du- 
ties, as required, it is absolutely impos- 
sible for any one man to make these in- 
spections. Since January 9, I have made 
over four hundred inspections of plumb- 
ing, to keep up with the work, which, even 
now, is in arrears. In many cases old 
houses have been 
or have had plumbing remodeled. 

“It is a great injustice to owners to be 
compelled to leave their work, unfidished 
for several days, waiting for the necessary 
inspections before final connections can be 


made. 
“I wish to call your attention to the

TIONAL SUIT DISAPPEARS. 


7 Spring Street Jeweler Declines to 
Meet a Pressing Creditor When 
the Case is Called by the 
Court Commissioner. 


Court Commissioner Rollins, appointed 
by. the Superior Court to take testimony 
in the case of Lyons vs. Marcher, con- 
cluded his labors today, and will submit 
his report to the court some day next 
week.

In 1889 Frank A. Marcher arrived here 
i from Colorado Springs, and went into 
the jewelry business at No. 204 South 
Spring street. His success being . spas- 
modic, he concluded to enlarge his stock, 
thinking thereby to increase his trade, 
and Samuel Lyons, a well-known whole- 
sale jeweler from Maliden Lane, N. T., 
arrived about this time, and Marcher pur- 
chased goods to the value of $800 from him 
in the name of his wife, Mrs. C. A. 
Marpher. In payment he gave notes se- 
cured * 8 worth of Kokomo mining 
Stock. of the notes fell due 
on 12 14. Bay and Lyons demanded 
a settlement. Marcher, it appears, could 
not pay the. bill, and Lyons, through his 
attorneys, Messrs. Johnston Jones and 
Knight & Simpson, entered suit. The 
case dragged along until January last, 
when be was given judgment. Sheriff 
Burr was instructed to execute it, but 
found that the defendants were inclined to 
be shy, as the goods had disappeared.

EASTERN SIBERIA. 
In connection with Mr. Bryner I made 
some. inquiries into the resources of East- 
ern Siberia, and the possibilities of the 
great trans-Siberiam Railroad. Few pe ple 
have an idea of the enormous extent of 
the possessions of the Russians in Asia. 
They number, all told, more than 6,000,000 
square miles, or about twice the area of 
the whole United States. Siberia alone 
is twenty-five. times as big as Germany. I: 
contains: 4,800,000 square miles, or nearly 
one and one-half tinies the area of the 


United States. It has a population of less 
than one to the square mite, and is of 
the richest countries in mineral wealth on 


the globe. Eastern Siberia alone is almost 
as big as the United States, and its re- 
sources are practically - unexplored. All 
along the line of the trans-Siberian road 
there are rich gold mines, some of whicb 
produce nuggets weighing a quarter of a 
pound, and the grains of gold there average 
as large as they do anywhere in the world. 
Mr. Bryner told me that the government of 
Russia insisted that all gold found in Si- 
beria should be sold to it, and he told me 
that many men were making fortuhes out 
The mining is done in 
a curious way. The soil of all Siberia is 
frozen: for more than half the year, aad 
the gold-bearing rock is often in a per- 
petually frozen tate. A hole is dug and a 
fire built on top of it, and when the soil is 


iron barrels, which are made for the pur- 
pose. These iron barrels have sieves 
within them. They are made of boiler 
plate, and they are from ten to seventeen 
feet long. They are so arranged that they 


can be whirled about by machinery and 


steam, and they are laid upon an inclined 
plane and a sluſce of water run 
them.

REMINISCENCES OF A VISIT IN THE REIGN OF WILLIAM 1.— 
A CALL UPON BISMARCK. :

Lady Isabel Stewart Describes Court Functions from the Inside. 
How the Empress Augusta Received in Her Bonnet. 
Tremendous Force of the Iron Duke—An- 

ecdote of Emperor Frederick. 


(From a Special Correspondent.) 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.) After the brilliancy and quaint- 
ness of the Russian capitals, Berlin seems 
dull and trite at first. During our 
stay we were presented in private 
audience to the old Empress Augusta, 
who received us most graciously. 
She talked of England, saying what a 
beautiful country it was, and she seemed 
wonderfully well posted in British poli- 
tics. Before we left she gave us each a 
bouquet of violets from a vase at her side 
as a little souvenir. 

The presentation took place in the aft- 
ernoon. The mistress of the robes ushered 
us into the royal presence. I remember 
that the Empress was dressed as if for 
an afternoon drive, and that her bonnet 
was conspicuously ornamented with dia- 


| monds; but she rarely went out, it being 


merely a custom of hers to receive in this 
costume. She looked very frail and re- 
markably dignified, and struck one as hav- 
ing been in years gone by very good 
looking 


and he kindly invited us to luncheon with 
tim and the Princess the next day. 

The music was decidedly good, Albani 
being among the singers. When the pro- 
gramme was finished, supper was brought 
to each table, and when over we drove 
back to the British Embassy before 11 
o clock. In all classes of life early hours 
seem to be the rule in the German capi- 
tal, the Emperor himself, then and now, 
dining at about 5 o'clock. We attended 
another state concert on a larger scale 
in the splendid white saloon of the palace. 
There the guests were ushered through 
a pretty conservatory, and were received 
by the Empress leaning on the arm of 
her grandson, the present Emperor. The 
little tables were arranged in the same 
way as before, and on this occasion I 
sat next to Princess Victoria, who was 
very pleasant and chatty. At the end of 
the evening the Emperor insisted, in 
spite of the remonstrances of those 
around him, on escorting his daughter, 
the Crown Princess, to her carriage. 

We had a very pleasant dejeuner with 
the Crown Prince and Princess, who, 
with their daughters, seemed anxious to 
do all in their power to set us at our

vitations to a court ball in, the 
Weisse Saale of the castle. The Emperor 
William I. did not live there, but it was 
used for all great functions. Much to our 
disappointment he was not present, being 
unable to stand much. This was not to 
be wondered at, considering that he was 
nearly 90 years of age. 

The Empress Augusta received the 
guests seated in an ante-room, and she 
sent for us, among others, and kindly ex- 
pressed a hope that we were enjoying our- 
selves. Her Majesty retired to rest as 
soon as she had finished receiving, and 
left her mistress of the robes to represent 
her in her absence, according to the pre- 
vailing custom in Berlin. The late Em- 
peror Frederick and present Dowager Em- 
press Frederick, then Crown Prince and 
Princess, and their children, with the rest 
of the imperial family, entered the ball- 


— 


room in precession, going round the room, 


where all the guests stood in a circle, wel- 


coming each in turn, beginning with the 


diplomatic corps. 
There were two supper rooms, one in 


a narrow gallery, which was reserved for 


the royal fem‘ly, their immediaite court, 
their ambassadors and th<dir wives, wille 


ander Carge saloon was for the ordi- 


mary guests. The supper was of the 
stand-up order, and a remarkable contrast 
to the magnificancs cf that of the court 
ball ct: St. Petereburg. We were fortunate 
enougu to receive two other court invita- 
tions to small concerts at the palace where 
the Emperor resided. 

On the arrival of the guests at the first 
of these ail walted in an ante-rocm until 
the lord chamberlain came and directed 
every one to the concert hall, at the door 
of which ‘they were received by the Em- 
press, the old Emperor standing a little 
way behind her. His Majesty was most 
gracious, talking in French to us, and ask- 
ing us all about our visits and what we 
thought of Berlin.

After luncheon they showed 
us through all their private rooms, and 
he was anxious that we should see over 
the Princess's studio, which we were na- 
turally anxious to do, but she stromzly 
remonstrated, saying that her pictures 
were not worth seeing. Nevertheless, 
we were glad that her husband prevailed, 
for the paintings were remarkable, con- 
sidering how little time she could have 
had for such work. She never rose, she 
told us, later than half past six in the 
morrang, even in the winter. There was 
something quite delightful about the de- 
votion of husband and wife toward one 
another, and the great pride he took in 
his wife’s accomplishments. A slight allu- 
slon was made to our host being troubled.

open throughout the winter, and the Rus- 
sians want it to use as a terminus for the 
Trans-Siberian Railroad. Viadivostock, 
their present harbor, is on the southeast- 
ern edtze ot Siberia, and it is frozen up for 
about five months of the year, so that no 
ships can land, and so that the Pacific is 
practically shut off from ‘Siberia. during 
the winter. I visited both harbors last 
summer, and it was from Gensan that I 
sailed to Viadovistock in order to investi- 
gate the condition of the Trans-Siberian 
Railroad. If the Russians should seize 
northeastern Korea, as is supposed to be 
their intention from the fact of the above 
survey, Gensan will be one of the most 
important ports of ‘Asia. Its harbor is 
large enough to float the navies of the 


world. and already there is a great trade

I was struck with one thing in my visit 
to Siberia, and that was that the Russians 
propose to hold the country for them- 
selves. . They don’t intend to throw it 
open to the world, though they are glad 
to have citizens who will take an oath of 
allegiance to Russia and become Russian 
subjects. The laws of the country are 
now such that only Russian citizens can 
acquire property, develop mines or do 
business.

| EASTERN SIBERIA. 
In connection with Mr. Bryner I made 
some. inquiries into the resources of East- 
ern Siberia, and the possibilitics of the 
great trans-Siberlan Railroad. Few people 
have an idea of the enormous extent of 
the possessions of the Russians in Asia. 
They number, all told, more than 6,000,000 
square miles, or about twice the area of 
the whole United States. Siberia alone 
is twenty-five. times as big as Germany. I: 
contains: 4,800,000 square miles, or nearly 
one and one-half tinies the area of the 
United States. It has a population of less 
than one to the square mite, and is of 
the richest countries in mineral wealt® on 
the globe. Eastern Siberia alone is almost 
as big as the United States, and its re- 
sources are practically unexplored. All 
along the line of ‘the trans-Siberian road 
there are rich gold mines, some of whicb 
produce nuggets weighing a quarter of a 
pound, and the grains of gold there average 
as large as they do anywhere in the world. 
Mr. Bryner told me that the government of 
Russia insisted that all gold found in Si- 
beria should be sold to it, and he told me 
that many men were making fortuhes out 
of the gold mines. The mining is done in 
a curious way. The soil of all Siberia is 
frozen for mere than half the year, aad 
the gold-bearing rock is often in a per- 
petually frozen state. A hole is dug and a 
fire built on top of it, and when the soll is

REMINISCENCES 


OF A VISIT IN THE REIGN OF WILLIAM 1.— 
A CALL UPON BISMARCK. 


Lady Isabel Stewart Describes Court Functions from the Inside. 
How the Empress Augusta Received in Her Bonnet. 
Tremendous Force of the Iron Duke—An- 
ecdote of Emperor Frederick. 


(From a Special Correspondent.) 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.) After the brilliancy and quaint- 
ness of the Russian capitals, Berlin seems 
first. During our 
stay we were presented in private 
audience to the old Empress Augusta, 
who received us most graciously.

tics. Before we left she gave us each a 
bouquet of violets from a vase at her side 
as a little souvenir. 

The presentation took place in the aft- 
ernoon. The mistress of the robes ushered 
us into the royal presence. I remember 
that the Empress was dressed as if for 
an afternoon drive, and that her bonnet 
was conspicuously ornamented with dia- 
monds; but she rarely went out, it being 
merely a custom of hers to receive in this 
costume. She looked very frail and re- 
markably dignified, and struck one as hav- 
ing been in years gone by very good 
looking :

We also had the honor of receiving in- 
vitations to a court ball in, the 
Weisse Saale of the castle. The Emperor 
William 1. did not live there, but it was 
used for all great functions. Much to our 
disappointment he was not present, being 
unable to stand much. This was not to 
be wondered at, considering that he was 
nearly $0 years of age. 

The Empress Augusta received the 
guests seated in an ante-room, and she 
sent for us, among others, and kindly ex- 
pressed a hope that we were enjoying our- 
selves: Her Majesty retired to rest as 
soon as she had finished receiving, and 
left her mistress of the robes to represent 
her in her absence, according to the pre- 
vailing custom in Berlin.

JAPAN IS RICH. 


Living is Cheap and She Has a Sur- 
plus Every Year. | 
(London Times:) There is a general be- 
lief that Japan is a poor country; that a 
long war would t her more than 
many other countries—China for example. 
Probably the idea originated in the ex- 
treme lowness of prices in Japan, but that 
is no criterion. Living is cheaper in Lon- 
don than in Hong Kong, but nobody calls 
London a poor place on that account. 
As a matter of fact, Japan is now rapidly 
becoming self-supplying, and theretore 
need have little fear of exhaustion. She 
has money enough for all requirements; 
her taxation is very light, yet her reve- 
nue leaves a surplus over expenditures 
every year; her ‘imports about balance 
her exports, and both are increasing 
yearly, and are not suffering in the least 
from the war. When the accumulated 
surplus (about 40,000,000 yen) had all been 
voted away in war expenses, a war loan 
of 30,000,000 yen and now another of 150,- 
000,000 have been readily raised without 
causing any appreciable dislocation. Gov- 
ernment bonds were about 6 per cent. pre- 
mium in the beginning of the year, when 
there was a distinct boom ins the market; 
now, when the war has gone on three 
months, the surplus been spent, and the 
loans been raised, they are still at 2 per 
cent. premium, with an upward tendency. 
The country is not poor in any sense of 
the word.

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ARTEMUS WARD AS A LECTURER. 

When Charles G. Leland resigned to take 
the literary editorship of the Continental 
‘Monthly “A .Ward” succeeded. him as ed- 
itor of Vanity Fair, and soon he be 
} his. remarkably successful career as a 
lecturer. In this capacity he visited Utah 
and California, and returning to New York 
in 1863 he produced a series of lectures on 
Mormonism.“ which took the public by 
storm, and even now are a delight to those 
who read his book on “Brigham Young and 
His Peoplo.“ In the spring of 1866 he 
went to London, intending to at once be- 


failing health unfitted him for the work 
until June of that year. His lectures were 
as great a success in England as they had 
been in this country, and his contributions 
to the London Punch, whiich began at the 
same time took rank with those of the 
most famous humorists of our time, who 
have one and all written for that noted 
journal.

THE TABLE AND THE STEWARDS. 


The chief steward has been with the 
company twenty-seven years, and will 
probably .be there as long as he cares to 
remain. There are eighty-four other stew- 
ards who report directly or ey to

three classes, first cabin, second cabin and 
steerage, ‘bo that three separate and com- 
plete kitchens and dining-rooms are kept 
up. The food furnished for the steerage 
passengers is better than one would expect 
when we consider that the company carries 
them from New York to Hamburg and 
keeps them on board seven days for $10. 
The food and service in ‘the second cabin 
is better than the average 53 a day hotel. 
In the first: cabin saloon it is perfect. 
Everything about the ship has a military 
air. The stewards file in in regular or- 
der, and when a change is made they all 
march out, keeping time to the band, and 
‘making, with their neat uniforms and 
snow-white gloves, a goodly sight to see, 

Each table its own ‘table steward; and 
at the elbow of each passenger stands a 
white-gloved under-steward, who seems 
perfectly capable of anticipating your very 
thoughts. If a drop of coffee is spilled over 
your cup—before you have time to realize 
it yourself—both cup and saucer are ex- 
changed for one in perfect trim. 

The regular dinner consists of from seven 
to ten courses ‘and is fit for the Emperor. 
The wines and ales are excellent, and what 
surprises every one, they are 40 per cent. 
cheaper than in New York. 

In addition to the regular meals, at 8 
o’clock every evening, they serve tea in 
the main saloon to all who,dare to indulge 
in that stimulant. After that at 9 o‘clock, 
the band gives a concert in the secomi 
cabin saloon, which is always attended 
by many of the first cabin passengers. 
There, the people sit about the tables 
and eat the dainty little sandwiches, and 
some of them drink the delightful Ham- 
burg beer, while the band plays.

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RESTRICTING THE FRANCHISE. 

A feeling has been growing very 
rapidly in the United States during 
the past few years that it is time for 
some limit to be placed upon immigra- 
tion to this country, and also upon the 
power of recently-arrived foreigners 
to take part in, or even to run the po- 
litical affairs of this country. This 
feeling has found expression in Min- 
nesota, a State which contains a more 
than usually large proportion of for- 
eign-born citizens. A member of the 
Minnesota Legislature named Schur- 


meler, who, to judge by his name, is 


himself of foreign birth, has intro 
duced a bill proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution of the State re- 
lating to the elective franchise. The 
laws of Minnesota give citizenship to 
aliens after a residence in the coun- 
try of only six months and this has 
led to much political corruption, citi- 
gens being turned out during a cam- 


palin by hundreds and marched like 


Cattle to the polling booths. 


It is noteworthy that the bill was 
recommended to pass by a unanimous 


vote. Bnthusiastic speeches were 


made in favor of it by Republicans, 
Democrats and Populists, by native 


Americans and by men of foreign 


birth and descent. The leading mem- 
bers of the House representing the 
great Scandinavian family, the Ger- 
mans, the Irish and the other foreign 


elements which have become assimi-

do ask that foreigners should reside 


lated in the body politic, united in 
urging the merits of the proposition. 

Commenting upon this new depart- 

ure the Minneapolis Times makes the 
following pertinent remarks: 
„Five years is a long time in the 
life of a man grown, and time enough 
for him to master the language of a 
new country, and to understand some- 
thing of its laws and customs. Min- 
nesota has been far too liberal. She 
has given to men who were not de 
serving of it, the right to assist in the 
selection of her officers and in the 
making of her laws. She has con- 
ferred the badge of American sov- 
so indiscriminately and 80 
thoughtlessly that it is no longer 
prized as it should be. Mr. Schur- 
meier is right. It is time to make a 
change for the better. If there ever 
was an excuse for the loose laws gov- 
erning the right of franchise in this 
State, that excuse exists no longer 
and the laws should be changed. If 
we would be respected by others we 
must respect ourselves. 

“The Schurmeier bill is not directed 
against any class of foreigners; it 
would place them all wpon a plane of 
equality before the law, and invite 
them all to share and share alike in 
the blessings of a free people. But 
while it would do this, it would with 
equal fairness suggest that the bless 
ings which were purchased with the 
blood of one fearful struggle and pre- 
served with the blood of another, are 
too precious to be dispensed care- 
lessly. Men who are unable to un- 
derstand the spirit which moved the 
heroes of Yorktown and Gettysburg; 
or who, understanding it, are by—rea- 
son of recent environment unable ‘to 
co-operate with those who represent 
that spirit today, should expect very 
little. They shoud, be content to 
wait. Their period of probation will 
only make them better citizens in the 
end. Mr. Schurmeier’s bill should be- 
come a law.” 


It is probable that other States 
“which have exercised too much liber- 
ality in this direction will soon fol- 
low the example of Minnesota. There 
is a strong tendency to go even fur- 
ther than this and extend the period 


- of probation which foreigners should 


go through who come to reside in 
this country. The United States offers 
opportunities to the people of other 
countries which cannot be found else- 
where upon earth—opportunities for 
the rapid accumulation of money and 
at the same time of complete protec 
tion to life and property, together 
with free education for the young. 
Such inducements should be sufficient 
for all reasonable men, and they 
ought not to expect, in addition to 


ders privileges, to be at ance allowed 
mme right to share equally with native 


born citizens in the government of the 
country. It would not be too much

at least ten years in the United States 
before they take a part in electing 
our officials and making our laws. 


CANNON CORNERED. 


Elsewhere in this morning’s issue 
The Times publishes some important 
official correspondence from Washing- 
ton relative to the San Pedro harbor 
matter which are very interesting 
reading. The “symposium” consists of 
two letters from Representative Can- 
non, a letter from Senator White, a 
statement from the conferees on the 
part of the Senate and House, a letter 
from Congressman Bowers, and a let- 
ter from Congressman Caminetti. To- 
gether these communications form a 
complete and conchisive history as to 
the manner in which the $40,000 ap- 


House bill and got out of it. 

As will be noted, Mr. Cannon tries 
hard to appropriate to himself the full 
credit for the insertion of the appro- 
priation in the bill, and to fix upen 
Senator White the responsibility for 
its exclusion therefrom, in which at- 
tempt he fails. As is equally apparent 
from the letter of Senator White and 
the others the insertion of the appro- 
priation was due entirely to a clerical 
error, “while the elimination of the 
same was merely a correction of the 
error, and not in any wise due to neg- 
lect or intention on the part of Sen- 
ator White or any other member of 
the California delegation in Congress. 
Mr. Cannon's position and claims in 
the premises are completely disproved 
by the cold logic of unanswerable 
facts. 

Senator White characterizes as silly 
the report that the proposed visit of 
the Commerce Committee to the Coast 
is “a scheme of Huntington’s,” and 
cites facts to prove it. He says that 
he ascertained that neither the Senate 
Commerce Committee nor the House 
Committee on Rivers and Harbors 
would do anything in the premises 
without personal inspection, and that 
those in favor of Santa Monica did 
not ask for it. Senator Frye, an op- 
ponent of San Pedro, offered a reso- 
lution in the Commerce Committee in 
‘favor of Santa Monica, and stated 
that he did not care to make the trip. 
Mr. White adds: “If the Rivers and 
Harbors Committee of the next Con- 
gress was organized, and could be in- 
duced to go out, I would have no 
doubt of a speedy conclusion in favor 
of San Pedro. Indeed, I will go so 
far as to say that whenever we can 
get a Congressional committee to visit 
Los Angeles we should be delighted 
at the opportunity. We are in a con- 
dition to be seen, and to see our State 
‘is to appreciate it.” From this prop. 
osition even Mr. Cannon will hardly 
dissent. 


It is not remarkable that there is a

have been accustomed all their lives 
to the hardships incidental to the 
Eastern climate to realize the superior 
climatic conditions which prevail 
throughout the year in this favored 
corner of the earth.

An electrical substitute for the ordi- 
nary forge, devised by George D. 
Burton of Boston, is described as con- 
sisting of a method of heating by 
plunging the metal into a vessel. of 
water and passing a strong current of 
electricity through it, the apparatus 
comprising a wooden bucket contain- 
ing a large sheet of lead, which forms 
the positive pole, and an iron bar laid 
across the bucket, forming the nega- 
tive pole.

Two ordinary nails held in the tongs 
and dipped in the liquid are found to 
be heated to a welding heat in a few 
seconds, so as afterward to be welded 
on an anvil with a few blows cf the 
hammer, or they may be welded by 
simply allowing them to fuse to 
gether. The solution which has been 
found best adapted to this purpose is 
a solution of ten parts carbonate of 
soda and one of borax dissolved in

It is not at all likely that the. Anti- 
Cigarette Bill will be enforced, should 
it receive the Governor’s signature. 
Similar measures have been passed in 
one or two other States, but there is 
no record of their enforcement, and 
such laws are of doubtful validity in 
any event. A great deal has been 
published of late years, pro and con, 
on the subject of cigarette smoking. 
Many good medical authorities have 
pronounced the cigarette’ the least 
harmful form in which tobacco is 
used, as it is the mildest form. An 
eminent New York physician recently 
declared that excessive tea-drinking 
was responsible for more Illis than the 
excessive use of tobacco or alcohol. It 
is no more within the rightful prov- 
ince of the Legislature to prohibit the 
use of tobacco, in one form or an- 
other, than it is to prohibit the use of 
‘tea, coffee, cocoa, or any other of the 
milder beverages. Sumptuary legisla- 
tion has never been popular and has 
seldom or never been effective. It can

A dispatch from Washington states 
that the Senate Committee on Com- 
merce, which is expected to visit the 
Coast this year to look into the ques 
tion of a deep-water harbor site, was 
invited to travel at the expense of the 
Southern Pagific Company.

A., J. Wells, who has embraced almost 
everything within the circle of theology 
from Methodism to Unitarianism and the 
broadest doctrines of evolution, writes as 
follows for the columns of an cvening 
contemporary: 

“If the superstructure of Christianity 
must fall; if the substructure of the He- 
braic scriptures be destroyed, then it will 
fall, for evolution and the higher criticism 
have shown the absurdity of accepting 
those old books as an infallible revelation 
of God. They were Hebrew ‘literature’ 
before they became ‘word of God,’ and 
they are destined to become ‘Hebrew lit- 
erature’ again when the conclusions of 
wise and patient and reverent scholarship 
shall have penetrated our homes and

ITS WORK FOR BOYS. 


The Children's Aid Society of New York, 
which originated this scheme of emigrating 
these street Arabs to the West and South, 
is the most extensive charitable organiza- 
tion in this country.

HACIENDA DELAGUILA, RIO FUERTE 
(Mex.,) Feb. 11, 1895.—( Special Correspond- 
ence.) After leaving Navajoa and our hos- 
pitable host, Lieut. Vasquez, we found the 
road along the eastern bank of the Rio 


Mayo in good condition, recent rains hav- 


ing lain flat the dust. In about eight miles 
we rode into Tesla, a small Indian and 
Mexican town, where the fiesta was still 
in progress. The people gathered about us 
in dense crowds, notwithstanding the other 
attractions, Indian dancing and games of 
monte, and gazed upon us with wondering 
eyes, doubtless as cheap a show as any of 
them had ever witnessed. Being informed 


that there was water along the road, we 


failed to take with us a supply, resulting 
in a hungry and thirsty night in camp, pro- 
tracted by inability to sleep well. 
The night was dark, and we had an 
alarm. Approaching footsteps caused us to 
prepare for an enemy, but it proved to be 
a Chinaman, leading a horse on his way 
to Alamos. In his lingo he piteously cried 
for water. We told him we had none, but, 
seeing our little water keg in the dim light 
of the fire, he uttered a cry of joy, and, 
springing forward, seized it with both 
hands, shaking it, then uttering a wail of 
distress, and at once set forward. At the 
first glimmer of day in the morning we 
were pushing rapidly forward, and found 
water by 10 o’clock, and prepared break- 
fast, which was eaten during the process 
of preparation. 
A species of cactus grows in this dis- 
trict called barrel or water cactus. To cut 
off the trunk and excavate the center, in 
a few minutes the cavity fills with clear 
water. The Indian travalers depend more 
upon this than they do upon digging for it. 
The cactus water has an insipid taste, but 
is an acceptable substitute. The water 
cactus is supplied with numerous needle- 
pointed thorns about three inches in length, 
hooked at the ends, as if it were not suf- 
ficient to warn you to keep at a distance 
by direct thrusts, but designed to grapple 
with the intruder and cause him to vow 
t should he ever get away he would 
do so again.

The monte-table was 
patronized by the high and the low, the 
city officials, the merchants and the com- 
mon laborer. Thousands of silver dollars 
were stacked upon the tables and con- 
stantly changing hands. The roulette- 
wheel drew the fair semoras and senoritas, 
who stake their dollars with keen relish. 
The owner of a wheel told me that the 
lady patrons grouped around it were the 
wives and daughters of the best citizens. 
Chief among the players was the wife of 
a merchant, who sat opposite her lieze 
lord, and played a heavy game, often 
staking on a single number. The 
banker told me that this Senora won frum 
him the night béfore $1500. She lost: or 
won without a word, or the slightest 
change in the expression of her counte- 


nabe. Her age was perhaps 25, her lips 


compressed, so that indentations ap- 
peared upon her pretty chin, and her eyes, 
as black as night, sparkled with excite- 


ment whether she lost or won. The otber 


ladies who risked their money on the 
wheel of chance did so with little assur- 
ance, changing from one number to 
another, while the Amazon played her 
heavy stakes on one number all the time, 
giving it variety by side bets on differ- 
ent parts of the table. She retired from 
the game at 10, when it at once took on 
a more reckless form, $50 to $300 being 
frequently staked. Gambling during the 
great festal days is licensed by the Mexi- 
cap States, and prohibited at other times, 
the gambler being protected by the civil 
authorities during the term of the license.

juice filtering downward from shelf to 
shelf at the same time. Then tt is treated 
with a solution of lime, which preoipitates 
all foreign matter. It is then pumped into 
the clarifier, having a steam coil in
